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RAST OF THE ADRIATIC 
Notes on Dalmatia, Montenegro, Bosnia, and Herzegovina 


By Kennere McKenzie, or Yaur Universrry 


and Frome for the ports on the 
i eastern. shofe of the Adriatic, 
The express steamers stop at only four 
or five of the chief Dalmatian towns, 
amd] make the journey to Cattaro in 
about-twenty-four hours. Other steam 
ers touch at many more places, tie up at 
night, and take three or four days to go 
the same distance: C¥her steamers, 
again, go on to Albania and Greece or 
across to Italy. 

There is probably no region so easily 
accessible from the beaten track of Euro- 
pean travel which offers so much attrac- 
tion in the way of picturesque old-time 
life, quaint towns, interesting and beutti- 
ful national costumes, and extraordinary 
scenery as Montenegro and the Adriatic 
proviness of Austria, 

Recent events in Turkey have 30 ale 
sorbed attention that they have crowded 
owt of mind a change in the map of Eu- 
rope which in the latter part of roo8 
iimast precipitated a war—namely, the 
formal and definite annexation by Aus- 
tna of the Turkish provinces Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, To be sure, the 
change was rather in name than in fact: 
Austria had occupied and admimistered 
the provinces, as Mngland has admin- 
istered) Kpypt, for thirty vears, and it 
was scarcely conceivable that ‘Turkey 
would ever regmin control of them, Te- 
fore the Cogress of Berlin, in r&78, the 
provinces had heen in a constant condi- 
tion oof turmoil and lawlessness, and

hence the powers consented to the mili- 


tary oaccipation by Austria, In conse. 
quence, roads and railways were built, 
commerce and agriculture developed, 


and the region. became, like Dnlmatia, as 
sate for resident and traveler as any part 
of Eirrone. 

Some writers maintain that the in- 
uence of Austria, outwardly beneficial, 
has in reality been harmful to Mosnia: 
linwever that may be, Austria is now 
in secure possession not only of the 
narrow strip of coastland called Dal. 
matia, a remnant of her Italian his. 
tory, but of the inland region between 
Croatia, Hungary, Servia, Montenegro, 
and) Dalmatia, 

It remains to be seen whether this 
ponte change will make Bosnia and 
Merzegovina less picturesque and attract- 
ive from the traveler's point of view. 
Probably the large propertion af Mo- 
hainmedans aumong the inhabitants will 
prevent any rapul assimilation to the 
commonplaceness of more frequented 
resorts. 

The Bosnian Mohammedans call them- 
selves Turks, but in reality they are of 
Slavic race and language, fike the 
other inhabitants. Various Christian 
churches—Raoman, Russian, Servian— 
are represented in Hosnia, and a prac- 
Heed eye can tell the religion of a man 
or a woman hy alight variations in cos- 
tome. The Mohammedan women usually 
go velled; in Herzegovina they wear a 
heavy cape, with a projection in front of 
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most peculiar form. Creatin and Pal 
mata wre Reman Catholic, while Monte- 
negra julheree <2 the RussaGreek 
chiro 

The langage of all these regicns is the 
Servian-Croptian. In Palmatia, Italian 
is everywhere understood: Enelish, Cher- 
man, or french rarely: while in Bosnia 
Genmin i serviccable, [n Montenegro 
the sizn-language will be found useful, 
although occasionally a man will he 
found who spenks Italian dr German. 

In Montenegro the Russian alphabet 
ws sed: in Dalmatia, the Roman, al- 
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though the language is the same. In 
fosmim beth alphabets are nsec side ly 
Hie, a) before the formal annexation, 
Turkish signs were frequently to be seen:

Mostar is a thriving town, built on 
both sides of the tiver, and: shit in be 
ture hills, The chief sight in the town 
is a famous stone bridge, crossing the 
river with a single lofty span of about a 
hundred feet in width. The bridge lias 
been called Roman, hut mere probably i 
was built by the Turks in the middle ages. 
The town itself has a Mohammedan 
quarter, with the usual characteristics 


atiliar in the Orient, and a Ettropean: 
Here, as 


quarter, Atstrian in character. 
at al] the chief places in Bosnia, aim ex- 
cellent hotels belonging to the govern- 
ment. | 

The Mohammedan women of Herze- 
govina wear a remarkale heorl; other- 
wise all the peculiarities of costume seen 
here will be found again m greater pro- 
fasionat Sarajevo, the capital of Gosia. 

Throvehowt the provinces the mest 
striking architectural feature is the =len- 
der white minarets of numerous mosques. 
Cypress trees. have been planted around 
the masques either with the perfection of 
art Gr with a most happy instinet for 
effect, and the varied groupings of the 
Sender dark preert trees wath the cores 
and tiitarets are ravishingly beautiful, 
The court-vards of the mosques, with 
ihe prescribed fountains and the interior 
decormtions, are also extremely attractive. 
The hoses are small, usually with steep 
thatched roots. 
"The people are generally imdifterent, 
but ccurteous. Germans who hive lived 
among ther speak in the highest terms 
of the Bosnian Turks. They are excel- 
lent. craftsmen. ad Oriental mgs, ett- 
broideries, brass, copper, and silver work, 
and fabrics, all of “Turkish or Aratnc 
style, but of local workmanship, can be 
found in the shops. The chief resource

of the provinces at present 1s agriculture. 
It is curious to see Turks in Teavy tur- 
bans, bagey trousers, and flowing robes 
gathering hay or grain in the fields, and 
the frst thought of the traveler is that 
these costumes, beautiful as they are. 
must be hot and uncomfortable under the 
SUMIMeT Stiri. 

The railroad is narrow-gauge, and at 
times fitted with the cop-wheel system 
where the grade ix steep. Our observa- 
tion atid experience led ws to prefer third 
class, where our fellow-travelers were 
the people of the country, invarnhly 
clean and perfectly polite, First class 
was expensive, and nobody used it; 
second class wad _pateonees chiefly by 
German commercial travelers. and fourth 
class, otherwise quite possible, had we 
euts inthe cars. The road from Mostar 
to Sarajevo follows the Narenta, which 
flows thriugh a rocky gorge for niany 
miles. At one point a powerful water- 
fall bursts: directly ut 4 the face of the 
cliff on the opposite side of the gorge. 
At other places the banks are sett, and 
the river: has. undermined them, 

Sarajevo is splendidly situated in a 
basth of mountains, with the river tush- 
ing throaveh the middle of the city. [ts 
luizaat affords n <catisfactory view of Ori- 
entul Wie, while the well-pawed streets 
and sulstaritial buildings of the Euro- 


pean quarter suggest comfort and wealth, 


he churches and mosques. the mmriceum 
af niutional costumes, and the hills around 
the city offer varied interests, but most 
travelers will be chiefly fascinated by the 
Mohaninedan quarter 

From Sarajevo the railroad goes north 
ro Wungary, joining the main lines of 
travel. The interesting way to leave 
Bosnia, however, is to take the branch 
line to Jajece; thence drive by stage over 
an exeellent pond in cight hours to Banja- 
luka, and there take the train for oe 
eam the line from Budapest to Piume. 

Jajece affords the most beautifal scenery 
that can be imagined. The town rises 
steeply from the river to the top of a 
hill crowned by an old Turkish fort, the 
pointed roots of the houses are half hid- 
dew in trees, and bevond are mountiins. 
Around one side of the town flows a 
stream that plunges over the lofty bank

The Carpathian Mountains form the 
watershed between the Northern 
anil the Black Sea. ‘They are almost 
wholly in Austrian territory, extending 
from the valley of the Danube River, 
which separates them fram the Alps, to 
the frontier of Roumania. To the maim 
chain of the Carpathians the name West- 
ern Carpathian Mountains has been given. 
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Thia division includes the Tatra Moun- 
tains of southern Galician and northem 
Hungary: ‘These splendid: manitaits, 
though of far less mean altitude, are in 


ng wise second in grandeur of scenery to 


the Alps. ar other far-famed mountain 
regions. The Tatra Mountains, or High 
Tatra, as they are commonly called, are 
noted for the maynificent beauty of their 
mountain lakes, found in great frequency 
nestling in deep hollows hetween the steep 
and jagged granite peaks. To these little 
bexties of Clear dold glacial water, held in 
Natures palm away ‘ap among the cloucls, 
thie significant nante “eves of the se" has 
been yivert, 

The Tatra Mountains are deeply for- 
ested with gigantic fire. Through their 
almost virgin wilderness wellluilt stage 
roads Isad hy easy grades to the centers 
of population and points of particular 
interest. On these highways the chief 
traffic is carried on in crude ative 
wagons. of which the furka, a wicker 
basket body set without springs upon a 
wooden hed of the simplest design, is 
used for passengers.

Bohemia (German, Bohmen, 4 perver- 
ston of Lioheim’) derives-its name from 
the Bon, a race-of Celts, whose occupa- 
tion dates back many centuries. They 
were driven out by a savage horde called 
the Marcomanni, whom the Slavonic race 
in turn expelled, The Slavonic peoples 
still predominate in Bohemia, although 
there are certain vast and prosperous sec- 
tions, largely under the influence of the 
German Avstrians as distinguished from 
the Czechish or Flohemitan, which make 
up what ts called Deutsch Bohmen, Ger- 
nian Piohernvia 

Bohemia's beautifil capital and chiet 
city, Prague, is the second city of Aus 
tra. It 1s splenhely located om both 
hanks of the Molidau River, and ties about 
150 miles northwest of Vienna. The city 
dates back to the ninth century, when 
it is suppocedl to have been founded by 
the Princess Libissa. Like all imeilinwval 
cities. jt was once surrounded by wails 
but few traces of which now remain, busy 
and beautiful streets having taken their

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places, just as the Rings have been built 
on the site of the old walle of Vienna.

Many FIONA 
anil great forests overran the region, 
which is one of the wildest in Europe. 
Here a a primitive people, descendants of 
the proud Polish ins, live a decadent, 
backward existence, pursuing farming 
and herding for a scant. tivelthood. 

They clothe themselves m suits of 
hlanketing and furs, fashioned at home, 
wath which to withstand the long and 
rigorous winters. They wear their hair 
long, live ty mide slab board and log. 
huts. and altogether strangely resemble 
the North American inilian 1 im his semt- 
civilized life today in the American 
Northwest.

lutely incapable of roverning themselves. 
Perhaps the governmental success of 
Galiem is die to the fact that the Poles 
have founda rallying point tm opposi- 
tion to their Ruthenwn neighbors, who 


are in everyway their opposites, 
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THE LAND OF CONTRAST: AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 


Galicia is also the Jewish stronghold 
of the Empite arid the business of the 
entire province ts im their hands, and 
they maititain a valuable transient trade 
to Russia and the East. The chief m- 
dustry of the province is distilling, Ga- 
licla supplying 45 per cent of ail the 
upirits used in the Empire. Outside this 
the procactin of the provitice i cot 
fined to pitasant household industries, 
as cloth and liten weaving. 

Education in Austrian i. compulsory, 
and all children must attend the “Volks- 
echulen” (schools for the people, or 
elementary schoals) from the end of 
theit sixth vear until the end of their 
twelfth or fourteenth year, varying in 
the different provinces. 

Although education is compulsory, it 
is only so where schools have been es- 
tablished, and there art as yet few 
schools in Galicia and the Bukowtna. 
Hence in the Bukowina only about 34 
per cent of the children are now in at- 
tendance in the public schools, and in 
Galicia only about 59 per cent. The 
large mass of the peaple are illiterate. 





VIEXNNA—A MODEL MODERN CITY 


Wientia, the Inmiperial City, the capital 
of Austria, had a great- Burghermetster 
in Dr. Karl Lueger, lately deceased. Un- 
der Laeger Vienna became a city of mu- 
nicipal ownership, She owns her own 
electric and yas light, street miulways 
snd ompibuses, ice mantifacturing plant, 
warehouses, stock yards, brewery, wine 
cellar (the celebrated Rathaus-Keller), 
all the pawnshops and even the under- 
taking establishments. ; 

Quite in harmony with the Pare of 
Vienna—really a serics: of Sieges trom 
the curliest to modern times—were the 
splendid fortifications she possessed. Tlie 
inner city was protected by a rampart, 
fosse, and glacis, while.a series of exter- 
nal fortifications marked and defended 
the outer boundartes. 

Tn 1860 the last of the inner fortit- 
cations was pulled down to make way 
fora great civic improvement, and ov 
the site of the glacie was laid the bean- 
tiful Ring - strasse, or boulevard, two 
miles in circumference and rso0 feet m 
width, the chief and distinctive glory of

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the modern city, what with +s wonder- 
ful shade trees and the massing of the 


splendid public buildings along its 
course. The Ring-strasse, as ils name 


implies, 13 a real rig or circle, though 
kneked out of tri in a number of 
plices witil it 1s tore of an octagon, 
and yet you can Tetem to your starting 
point if you keep to the Ring. A sys- 
tem of street cars operates entirely 
around it, known as the “Ring Run.” 
The Ring is variously named in its dif- 
ferent sections, as )peraring, as it 
passes the Opera: Karthnerring, where 
thir great business street, Karthneratrasse. 
crosses it; Burgring, by the Hofburg or 
town palaces of the Emperor, and Fran- 
nensning, Schottenring, etc. | 

Vienna is popularly misunderstood to 
‘the beautiful ble Danube” 
River, but that mighty stream in its 
long course to the [lack Sea really en- 
circles the city some miles from its 
center. A’ cunal winds through the 
heart of the city and connects with the 
Danube below the Prater, Viennas 
ereat playground. 

The Danube is the second lar 
river in Europe, being exceeded only by 
the Volga of Russian, Below Vienna tts 
winding course of more than 1.200 miles 
to the Black Sea traverses a region 
richer in ethnological interest than any 
other in Europe, or perhaps im the 
world, and holding many commandme 
acetic beauties, as yet but little known. 

LIFE IN WUDAPEST 

The greatest city of the Danuhe— 
Vienna being in strict justice excluded 
from consideration—is Pudapest, which 
is fairly cut-in two by the broad expanse 
of the river. Formerty two cities, Muda. 
on the right-hand side struggles up a 
picturesque mouritain, and here on a high 
terrace is the magnificent palace of the 
King of Hungary, with a wonderful out- 
loa: over the river. Pest, on opposite 
sile of the Tiver, is the modern aty and 
cummercially important. Its location ts 
pont flat. so characteristic of the rich 
Danubian plains. 

The population of the combined cities 
is about three-fourths of a million, ond 
here is the center of all Hungarian ac-

“White Town,” as lth name oa. ae is 
situated high on the right hank of the 
Dantbe where the Save River has its 
confitence with the mighty stream, Just 
behind the city are the hewglts of Mount 
Avaln, crowned by the remnings of a 
citadel, the origin of which is variously 
credited to Prince Eugene of Awsttta or 
come enrly Serbish siphle.

The chief charms of the city are its

Of the new tribe discovered at Kemmis 
sak. on the enst coast, lie adits: “They 
were tike the generality of their country- 
men of the enst const—a tall and well- 
mide set oof people Most of the ten 
had ther evebrows blackened, and some 
of them wore lange cmiustachiag: One 
hada long, bhack teard.” 

In describing a tumily of stx, which

The west Greenland conditiens of ear 
her centuries are warthy of considera 
tion, Hans Egede. w ho entered west 
Greenland in eee and permanently “4- 
tublished Christinnity thereiny saves: “The 
Eskimin have broad faces and thick lips, 
ore flat-nosed and of a brownish corm- 
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plexin, thigh some of them are quite 
fiondyome and teliute.” 

We are atle, however, toa po still far- 
ther hack to a time when Greenland was 
vet free from modem European contact. 
Mr, David McRitchie has. published an 
acewunt Of a voyage in which a Flushing 
capiam, Nichols Tunes, claimed to’ have 
eects 0 the summer of Toot latitude 

N., in. Davis straits. In the original 
Feeich of de Poiriey he quotes Tunes as 
saving: “In regard to the mbahitants (of 
Greenland) we saw two kinds, who lived 
tozether on the mest friendly terms. Of 
these one kind is very tall, well built, 
rather fair complesion, and very swift 
of foot. ‘The others were very oineh 
smaller, of olive complexion, and toler- 
ally well proportioned, except that their 
Jegs are short and. thick. ihe former 
kind delight im hunting, for which they 
are suited by their agility and natural 
disposition, whereas the latter occupy 
themselves in fishing,” 


LOND. ESRIMO SEEN iY PARRY 


Of the natives seen by Sir Edwarel 
Parry on the shores of Lyon Tnlet in 
T821 he writes: “We could scarcely be 
lieve then to be Eskimo, There was a 
degree of lankness in ther faces. Their 
countenances Impressed me with the idea 
of Indian rather than of Eskimo fea- 
tures; Imt this variety of physiognomy 
we afterward found to be not twicom- 
mon with these people. . , . Twoumen 
and three women (of one group had 
moc] Roman noses. Several chil- 
dren had complextons nearly as fnir ps 
Europeans. Tt may be added that the 
portraits of a few of these people in no 
way resemble Eskimo. . . - The peo 
ple had never seen Indians.” 

Of the same tribes Dr, Alexander 
Fisher, surgeon Of Parry's expedition 
anil a ‘keen observer, records in an un- 
published journal as follows: “Tn amak- 
ing a few remarks on the pedple them- 
selves, T must observe that although the 
major pat of them displayed in great 
pertection the gentine Rekino features, 
form, and other charncteristics of these 
people, yet there are some who differ so 
mintertally in this respect that the imest 
superficial observer couhd not help notic- 
pitge it.”

Capt. G, F, Ly im, Royal Navy, in his 
attempt to reach R mise Bay in 1h24, 
fell in with a ori at Eskimo near Cape 
Pembroke, Southampton Island These 
natives had never seen Europeans, ane 
of them he records: “The face of the 
woman was as perfect an oval as that of 
an European girl, with regular and even 
peers features, der mother was wrt 

er and bod the same cast of, counte- 
nance. Lhe other women had the usual 
brand, flat faces and high cheek bones." 

Cupt. John Ross; Roval Navy, tn his 
veyage to Boothia. isthmns, phan-1843, 
saw many natives. He states that “the 
features of an elderly tian, which were 
preserved by a portrait, differ consider- 
uly from the general character as tf Iw 

belonged to oa different tribe. An- 
nother native from west Roothia had In- 
(lian rather than Eskimo features, thorgh 
the tribe Had newer seer [ndiars.” 

Capt, G, Back; Royal Navy, in his 
journey to’ Back River in 1839 mentions 
an Eskimo who “cout oot have ma- 
tired a more luxuriant beard,” which, 
he adds, “yielded the palm only te that 
of Master George Killineworth, which 
was not only thick, broad, and yellow 
colored, hat in length 5 feet 2 inches in 
size.” Presumably from Back’s refer- 
ence the Eskimo’s beard was brown in 
color. 


ESKTM) SERN IY FRANKLIN 


Sit John Franklin, in his journey to 
the Polar Sea in 1821, meta single Es- 
kim tear the mouth of the Cappermine. 
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He writes that “the conte 
nance of White Fox (Terre: 
rannocuck) was oval, with a 
sufficiently prominent tise, andl 
had nothing very ditferent from 
a European face except in the 
amtalincss of the eyes, and per- 
haps in the narrowness af the 
forehead, His cumplexion was 
very fresh and red, and he had 
a longer beard than I had ever 
seen on an aboriginal inhalt- 
ant of America, Jt was te: 
tween 2 and 4 inches long and 
perfectly white,” “all 
Thomas Simpson, who in 
r837 explored the continental 
cumst west to Port Harrow 
with FP. W. Dease, met a bani 
of 60 Eskimo to the west of 
the Mackenzie River. He re- 
cords that “three men were re- 
matkable for their good looks 
and a stature of 5 feet 10 
Inches to % feet. cm

On the lower Coppermine, 
in 1838, Deuse fell in with an 
kskima mun ard lis family.

In 18ay Simpson mick near 
the mouth of the Coppermine 
a party of four Eskimo, of 
whom ate was “an average 
stout man about & feet high, 
with brown ‘beard. Fis coin- 
tenance would have Geen noble 
were it not distgured tey-a. bod 
cous wen on the temple.” This 
fair-hearided, nooble-taced [4- 
kime giant was also seen by Dr. 
Richardsen during his “twat 
journey through Rupert Land” 
i Teak: and again by Dr. John 
Rie m his Franklin search 
journey of the following year. 

In his second land expedition, 
Ras-(827, Franklin met many 
eskimo mm the Coupé Bathurst 
rezion, and writes: “Cine of 
them hind a diferent cast of 
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chutitenance trom the rest, 
we suppased him to be de- 
scended from the |ndtatis 
(with whom, however, they 
line long beer at worl.” 

In p8o5.a French ts- 
sionury, Mere Emile Petitat, 
visited the Eskimo of Cape 
Gutlierst, traveling down 
the Anderson River with 
four natives. He considl- 
ered al] his companions to 
be Eskimo, bul. describing 
them carectully, sintes that 
they presented “Tour exam: 
ples of various shapes of 
rountenimnce. Cine was tall, 
wired] mnie, nearly whit em I 
compiexion, with eyes quite 
devoid of the characteristic 
obliquity, The second had 
a large Roman nose, lis 
eves nearly a the Kcr of tie 
forehead, anid his comples- 
ion was dark bronze, quute 
like that of an Indian, The 
third hail a square-shaped 
fare antl a fair European 
complexion, reminding one 
of either Sentech of Rossin 
phvsiognomics, The fourth 
was of the common Fsky- 
Ho type—olive compliecion, 
bromd face, and Hat nose” 
Petitot met one woman of 
fine face, with straight eves, 
ani! having featites: ‘that 
meicated a strain of aurrce- 
pore lilevel Another wie 
man had vellowish white 
har 

[In rSG8 Petitot visited 
Fort MacPherson, on Tee! 
River, where he saw marty 
Eskine, He adde:")\mong 
these Eskime conmug from 
the west there was one 
whose hair and foll beard 
were of a fiery red. His 
complexion was white, 
epottel with freckles 
Doubtless he was a Kussnin 
holfhreed, a& he was enti Lo 
have come from the shores 
of Bermg Sen.” 

Coming to Wollaston 
Land ancl Prince ATbert 
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“oun, where Stefansson rove 
ns blond Eskimo, we have can- 
irmatery evidences of hylridizy- 
Hon from two English sources of 
unquestioned reliahiliy. One of 
these was that keen obser. cr, 
Ur. Alexander Armstrong, sur- 
geon of McClure’s ship Jmwsai- 
yater, whose crew nade the first 
Horthwest passage, Wintering jn 
Prince of Wales Strait, their par- 
ties discovered the Eskimo of 
Wollaston Lane. They were liv. 
ing under the same conclitions 
as when visited by Stefansann. 
Buikling a village on the sea jce. 
they lived by sealing, changing 
camp when the sealing grounds 
were exhausted. They used cop. 
Ptr Weapons and utensils entirely, 
and were tleévoid of both merce. 
niry and thievmg habits, They 
had never seen whites ond were 
hostile hoth ta the western Fs- 
am) ahd to the Lneisis. 

Of these Eskime Armetroig 
writes: “IE fancied: that 1 could 
trace the outline of Indian fea- 
tures in both of the sexes, One 
wonhin had a pond chmplexion, 
aginiine note, and black hate 
These apparently of findian’ ex- 
traction Were taller, from 5 feet 7 
to 5 feet 8 inches, and in one or 
[WO fa5e3 even more, Ena few 
cases the forehesd was Scitmew hit 
vertical, but natrow, Our inter- 
preter had less dificulty in un- 
derstinding the Cape Bathurst 
Rekimo than thase west (at Moe 
Kenzie River and Point Harrow | 
from the greater similarity of the 
Hialect to the Eskimo languape of 
Labrador," 

Capt. I. Collinson, Roval Navy, 
itt the Anterprise, wintered {n 
Whriker Bay, Prince Allert Satin, 
In rmsr-1hs52. He saw much af 
the natives, of whom he writes: 
Soe among the troles were of 
different features to others. their 
faces being oval, with a Jewish 
cast, and the nose aguiline In 
one particular, that of having no 
tans of going on the water, they 
‘liffered from all the skin thuit 
hve yer been met with.” 
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The foregoing extracts show conclu- 
sively the existence of hybrid individ ils 
arMonne. VET Eskime tribes, and of 
thetr dlistributin m quite unbroken cot- 
tinntty along the entire mortem coast 
af North America in early days, prior to 
the general corruption of the Eskimo by 
coutact with whites durme the past cen- 
fut y.

lt may here be said that the Opinions 
expressed by the ma jority of previous 
explorers, based on their own observa- 
tints, as shown in the foregoing extracts, 
incline to the belicf that the admixture is 
of Indian blood. But it should be added 
that they were wafamiliar with the eth- 
nological history of Greenland, and that 
titey foil to indicate how an Indian ad- 
ieriure rhsnelal produce fair com plerions 
instead of bromse. 

The Norse colonists of the West Hye 
(Godthaab) and of the East Hvgal ( Jul- 
mirielioah) mist have numbered several 
thomsands, as several hundred ruins of 
houses, churches, ete, have been located 
around the fertile, ice-free fiards of 
southern Greenland, Thetr fate is. un- 
known since near the end of the 15th 
century, possihly 1470. 

Dr. Nansen, in Northern Mists, writes 
of them: “Ohwing to the long severance 
from Europe. they were obliged to aclopt 
thure of the Eskini wav of life.

Oth andl rth centuries.” 

Dr. Rink, in Danish Greenland, says: 
“An ancient and not untrustworthy ac- 
count makes mention of certain Chiis- 
tian Greenlanders, who, in the year 1342, 
fell off from their own religion, COT 
sorted with the Skrellings | Eskimo), ancl 
Me aces: 
“When, subsequently to the rediscovery 
of Greenland, the southern districts were 
again: visited by Europea travelers, 
many alividuale were found) amoryst 
the natives exhibiting a complexion, and 
also, a frame of hody, which seemed to 
indicate an admixture with European 
hiced—a fact which has oléo been ob- 
served with regard to the natives east of 
Cane Farewell.” 

OF the hybrids of the west coast of 
Greentand, “McRitchie, conmenting. on 
Tunes’ voyage of 1656, aceda: “The 
small, olive complexioned, short-legged 
people are at once recognizable as Es. 
kins; Hut their taller and fairer come 
rades give fise to speculation. The 
readiest suggestion is that they were de- 
serndecd from the early Norse settlers, 
It is believed by many that the Norsemer 
were not exterminated by the Eskinr, 
but were gradually absorbed by them,

Tunes’s report would imdicate that the 
fusion was mot entirely complete in 1656, 

Of the fair-haired people on the east 
coast Of Greenland, Grash saya; “But 
as [ should venture to conelide that the 
Esktno of Fludson Bay Have not ony 
cliims to the honors of a Roman parent- 
age from the circumstance of Sir Ed- 
ward Parry’ having seen among. them 
taany good Roman noses, neither do | 
curiceive that the natives of the east cemat 
of Greenland descended from the ofd 
leelandic colonies because they resemble 
Euiropesns in same pomts,” 
leved that ‘they were original 
sime stock as the Eskine,” 

Graah's opinions are clearly contro- 
verted by Hansen's. anthropometneal 
measurements of oF Eskimo of the east 
cast, Which prove that they are not of 
pure stock, for the Eskimo is decidedly 
dolichocephalic. or lonp-veaded. The 
cranial mdexes oF but 29, less than 30 
per cent, of these East Greenland natives 
are of this type, while 7 are rownd- 
headed and S short-headed 

Of the Eskimo of the central North 
American coasts and islands, Sir John 
Richardsen says: “In their position they 
have littl or no intercourse with other 
nations, and have horrowed nothing 
whatever, either from the Europeans: or 
the Tiené—the conterminous Indian 
people.” Gearing tmeidentally and ad- 
versely on their freedom from Indnin 
hytiridization, he continues: “1 merely 
temark that the Eskom differ more in 
physical aspect fram ther nearest neigh- 
hors than the red race do from one 
auvwther. , . . The dissociition of the 
Eskimo from the neighboring natione, 
en acconnt of their physical dissirilarity, 
is met by an argument (from other 
soutces) for the mutual affinity deduced 
from philological councidences.” While 
tvefraining from a definite decision, he 
incidentally remarks that “they seem tp 
have most of the vices,-as well as the 
virtues, of the Norwegian vikings.” 

lt is most interesting to nole an opin- 
ion hazarded by Thoms Simpson, who 
in 1838 was exploring Richardson River, 
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accompanied by an. Eskimo miterpreter 
and tty two Hare Indians. Meeting a 
fair-haired Eskimo, he says: “The slen- 
der, agile figures of the Hares contrasted 
with the square, rugged forms of these 
natives af the sea. It seemed as oon 
the northern confines of a new eonti- 
nent | had together before me deaceni- 
ants of the nomadic Tartar and the sen- 
roving Seandmavion, two of the most 
dissimilar and widely separate races of 
the ancient world.” 

Probably this opinion of 74 years since 
is among the carhest sssumptions that 
Scandinavian blood is an clement in the 
hybridization of the Eskimo of the coasts 
Of the continent of North America, 

That the admixture of alien blood 
among the hybrid natives of Victoria 
Land originated m repvion4 to the east- 
ward seems assured from the greater 
homogeneity of the language and of the 
custome of the bland Ezkimoe with those 
of eastern tribes than with the tribal 
characteristics of their [nuit brethren to 
the west, 

If the blond Eskines are deseend- 
ants of Norse-(ireenlander ancestors of 
four centuries since, the Norge strain 
must have been overwhelmingly diluted 
through pire Eskimo imtermarnages. If 
such 1 the case. one must consider the 
“blonds” of today as perchance a. re- 
tharkable instance of that oecusional re- 
version of types, whereby a passing race 
gradually resnmes. the general form of 
HS ancient ancestors. 

Possibly, however, it may be a cose of 
atavism—that fs, the recurrence tm a de- 
stendant of characters of a remote an- 
cestor—instead of those of an immedtate 
or near ancestor, similar to other abnor- 
mal developments that have been pointed 
out by scientists. 

Finally, it may be said that the condi- 
tions and facts developed by Stefansson’s 
explorations and discoveries, when asso- 
ciated with information drawn from the 
dcecunte of earlier explorers, present an 
intricate tacial problem that may well 
tax the acuteness of American ethnolo- 
gists for some time.

The 
lips of the Tittle girls are pierced when 
they are about seven or eight years of 
age, and a piece of wood is inserted and 
worn for a time until a larger one takes 
ts place, the opening beitig thus grad- 
ually enlarged tmtil a full-sized tichiak 
can be cared without diseemfor. The 
object of this singularly disfiguring 
adormment is (o prevent the women from 
eating dogs, which are considered othe 
greatest delicacy by the men of the tribes. 

Both sexe’ decorate the body with 
regular designs: the chests and hacks of 
the little girls are scarified at a very early 
age. the incisions forming the desten be- 
Ing painted with prease mixed with <oot, 
Wher they artive at marriageable age, 
the girls underge a further ordeal, for 
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two sets of parallel lines are cut both on 
the chest and the hack, and as soon as 
possitie after marriage the head nes 
ire made, These consist of a number of 
short cuts across the forehead, extending 
Irom car to ear, and 43 long, slanting: 
ines are cut on each check from ear to 
chin, so that probably ono ofwr womar 
im the world eres exemplifies the oli!

After 
the year the bones are disinterred and 
placed in the crypt of the chapel; those 
of the higher dignitaries at one en; 
these of the monks and lirethren at the 
other, neatly squared ond banked in 
regular and precise lines. which are 
broken only by the bony hands which 
occasionally project in ghastly welcome. 
Hehind the door, in velvet skull cap 
and monkish robe, sits St. Stephen, the 
porter of the convent nearly 350 years 
420, THis bony jaw rests in one fleshless 
palm, while the other hand rattles amon 
the keys lying in his lap—the symbols at 
lie vacated centuries ago. 


the portals, Philip 1 was king in Spuin, 
the Annada was threatening the coasts 
of England, the hella of St. Germatm 


were ringing in the day of St. Barthtle- 


mew, and Calvir’s voice had hardly 
Fallen silent in Geneva, The world has 
traveled far since then, 

The moon tose full that evening. The 
jagged mountain line lay in blackened 
silhouette against the sky; the shadows 
of (he olive leaves, gently swaying in the 
evening breeze, fell upon the white sur- 
face of our tents. ‘The moonlight cast a 
checkered pattern tipon the alinond bios- 
soms lying about our feet; it ht up the 
apposite cliffs of Sinai, throwing dark 
shadows into the crevices, veiling yet 
magnifying, until the motiitains seemed 


to row and tower above us, more stern 


and forbidding by hight even than ‘by 
day, Ome cross, of all that crowned the 
heights, stodd ont for o moment m pen- 
ciled blackness against the full white sur- 
face of the moon: then, sinking over its 
lower rim, it joined its brethren in ob-

Ll woke once during the night, just as 
the convent bellé were ringing to call the 
brethren: Jo prayers, for from ndmight 
until 7 in the morning the monks must 
keep their vigils, ‘The bells fell silent.

CLIMTRING TH SACKED MONT NTS 


It was broad daylight when | text 
awoke tthe sun was shining im under the 
tent, and yoices in. Arabic were sounding 
withowt, After breakfast our tents were 
packed ont three camels and sent up the 
road of Abhas Pasha to the plain of the 
cypress tree. near the stimmit of Sinn, 
while we, witha monk as guide and a 
Bedouin for a porter, set ont to climb 
the pilgrith steps. While we were wait- 
ing for our guide, | searched the face of 
the great precipice of Sinai with a field 
plass for some evidence of a practicable 
pathway, for some break in the mass of 
rock, but thangh | searched almost inch 
by inch, | could detect no possible en- 
trance pers the chilf. 

Leaving t 
the valley for perhaps a third of a mule, 
pickitig our way over 1 boulder-strewn 
4lope, until we came toon crack mm the 
face of the cliff, a mere seam down. the 
wieuntiin side, where we fourd the first 
of the steps: There are some 7,900 at 
these. which lead up a gotge 12 fo 15 
feet wide, ripeagging from side to sire. 
The cliffa rise sheer on either hand, 
water-washed and tine-worn, cracked 
and fractured by the extremes of heat 
and cold; Fragments ot rock project 
and overhang the path, locking as if the 
lightest touch would send them fymg. 
In fact the pilgrim steps, have suftered 
severely from falling lioulders; they are 
hate 
utterly destroyed, and the path in t 
strewn with the fraginents, 

Few things testify so eloquently to the 
vitality of the spirit of ancient monasti- 
cism as the paved road which leads mio 
the Sirai tange through the Nakb el 
How: Pass and these steps up Meunt 
Sinai. ‘The Inbor of cnlting, carrying, 
and placing such: stones-must haye heen 
ervO rings, 

Eurly in the ascent we came {o 4 
spring of clear, cald water, issuing trom 
beneath a. gigatitic boulder. [lere, the 
Hedonins say, Moses watered his sheep. 
For some time after leaving the spring

ve Convent, we walked up. 


I, cracked, and stmnashed, in Bh cen 


we kept the convent in sight; it seemed 
to come nearer and nearer to the mouri- 
tain as we climbed and to lie more im- 
mediately below us, until a chrtain of 
rock crept owt and hid it from our sight. 
The path ted steeply up between high 
wad narraw walls of rock, the aky a mere 
slit above our heads, until we halted for 
atmoment’s rest at the Chapel of the Vir- 
gin, and bere, tradition says, a plague of 
fleas once so harassed the monks that 
they decided in desperation to abandon 
the convent, They took their way up the 
mointain on a final pilgrimage to its 
holy places, when the Virgin met them 
at this <pot and commanded their re- 
torn, On again reaching the convent 
they found it utterly deserted hy the in- 
sects, Presumably they had gone out 
in a bocty te find the monks, but how 
they had missed them in the narrow path 
the legerid does not say. — 
The path grew steeper after leaving 
the chapel until we came ty an archway. 
where fortierly pilgrims were confessed; 
then we mounted a fight of a hundred 
perfect steps to a.seeond archway, where 


they received their certificates of absc- 





‘tution and were permitted to pass om 


ust beyond lay the Plain of the Cypress 
Tree. A few hundred square feet of 
coarse gram, a pond a hii feet 
across, and a hitge cypress tree lay fie- 
neath a circle of fow clifts, Such a spot 
would be presed unnoticed anywhere in 
our Eastern States, but in these wastes 
af sands and barren rocks. grass, how- 
ever coarie, water, and u tree halt the 
attention and haunt the memory. 

THE SUMBNT OF SATSAFAH 

Leaving the ladies bere to rest, F. and 
I set off to climb Jebel Safsafah, one of 
the horns of Mont Sinai, The path was 
lorwe and rough. [ft led ws up ancl down 
through a sttecession of valleys until we 
came to the final ascent of Safsafah, 
when a rough climb of 20 munttes 
hrotight i to a narrow creviee with an 
abyatial precipice at our feet. Nearly 
aon fect below was one of the farms 
belonging to the convent. aurrennding 
the brtise where the brother lives whom 
the convent has placed in charge, a rest- 
ful touch of green against the wilderness 
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ot sind. Near by was-a jong row of 
black Hedoum tents, the Hocks of goats 
browsing among the rocks, while to the 
right the long plain of el Raha stretched 
out to the Nakb el Howl Pass, 

Above this crevice rose oa smooth, 
rotiiding mass of rock yo feet or more 
in height, on the crest of which the 
monks have planted a lige wooden 
eross. This is the summit of Safsafah 
(ace picture, page i259). Hacdeker save 
the ascent requires a steady head. Mets- 
termann says: “Le letter pic, droit et 
glissant, mest plus accessible qu'aux

I did not And it so, The climb is diffi 
cult, perhaps, but in ti place should I 
call it dangerous, nor does it invite diz- 
mnms, The yew is limited except to 
the north; "nere fange after range nits 
back toward the horizon, with preat Ger- 
bel Serbal in the distance. Except at the 
north, however, the rim of the Sinnitic 
range restricts the view. 

We came back to the cypress tree for 
lunch, watched the arrival of the camels 
and the pitching af dur tents, and then 
we begun the final climb of the Jebel 
Musa summit of Mount Sinak On the 
edge of the plain we passed a little 
chapel dedicated to Elijoh, for the Gretk 
Church ‘has locate) here Elijah's vision 
of God, when, fleeing from the wrath of 
Jezebel; he came to Horeb, “the Moun- 
tain af God.” 

Here, they say, he heard the great and 
mighty wind, which rent the motintams. 
int brake ta pieces the rocks; here he 
witnessed the earthquake and the fire, 
and heard after the fire the still, small 
voice saying, “What tdoest thow here, 
Elijah?" 

TIE TOP OF SINAI 

Bevord the chapel we entered another 
ctack in the mountain stie, where the 
pilgrim steps reamme their zigzag way 
between high and narrow walls: but the 


ascent 1s steeper and rougher than be- 


fore, After a forty-minute climb we 
reached the summit, Here,on a narrow 
plittorm, we foindl a mosque and a 
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Christian chapel almost side by side, 
symbols of the two great faiths which 
lodiy command the worship of 40 mary 
millions of men and whose antagonists 
once convulsed the Mediterranean (sce 
page 1253). 

Dime was when the servarits of the 
mosijue swept the Great Sea from end 
to tnd, ravaging the shores of Spuin anil 
the littoral of France. oA pope of Rome 
wrote pitifully for help against the raids 
which swept up to the very gates of the 
Holy City, The crumbling towers that 
you-stil see along the shores of Spain, 
Satdinia, Sicily, and Jtaly were once 
watch-towers, whose sentinels seauhed 
the horizon for the slatiting sails of 
Sanicen pirates, And time was when the 
servants of the chapel flung thetr armies 
Tipon the coasts of Palestine, carried liv 
assatit the walls of Jerusalem, and 
planted their castles from Belfort on the 
noth to Petra in the south, almist 
within sight of Sinai. Yet here on this 
mountain, sacred to Christian and Mo- 
hammedan alike, in silent frictlliness, 
chapel ani mosque lie side by side, as if 
wnorant or forgetful of the antagonisms 
of their servants in this world. 

Our guide showed ws imbedded in the 
rik the imprint of the hands of Moses 
and the cave where he had hidden when 
“the glory of the Lord’ passed by.” Af- 
ter he was:eatisfied that we had seen the 
things of real interest on Mount Sinai, 
we tured to the things that were real to 
us. George, our Syrian walter, seated 
himeel! upon a rock arid disturbed the 
sthence with the wailings of his flageo- 
let, while we pave ourselves up to the 
view, 

From, our feet the gorges and chasne 
fell away to the valley below, through 
which, like a thin white thread, the roar! 
ran on to Akabah, Moab, and to distant 
Jerusalem. Around us stood the ting df 
red granite mountains—indented, worn, 
and carvedl—huge masses of faritastic 
chifs, Overthis rmeg range behind range 
of mountains ran away as. far as the eve 
could ser, each range.as jageed snd fan- 
tastic in outline as Sinai flself. Tn anid 
among the minges lay yvallevs of sand, 
shiminering like still waters, with a white 
and silvery gleam, The waters of ‘the

Gulf of Akabah were visible in several 
places, but the sti was setting behind 
the Gulf of Suez, veiling it in mist, the 
African muuntuins were crowned with 
gold, and over a golilen sea crimson 
clouds were sailing. A broad band of 
greet half encircled the norther sky, 
while the earth and the mountains about 
we were clear violet, darker in the hol- 
lows, more opalescent on the heights. 
Then the peaked shadow of Mont 
Sinal crept slowly out of the valley up 
the slopes of the other side; it fell upon 
the hills beyond, and then, stretehing out 
to the horizén, it fell on range after 
range until it left the earth and threw its 
nvranidal shadow on the clouds 

“In turd the other mountains rose, lung 
their shadows upon it aud slotted it out 
As the sun touched the horioti rom. 
George threw himself on his kuees and, 


facing the setting stn, with eyes closed,

teins far and almost sheer below us, for 
from this point begins the steepest part

The stars were all out, brilliant and 
pendant as you never see them except 
very far from the cities of men; the last 
gleam of the daylight had faded as we 
stepped aut of the gorge, passed the 
Chapel of Elijah, and came into camp. 
Before we slept that night. | leit the tent 
and crossed the valley, The moon was 
just rising above the cliffs, throwing gro- 
teggue images of ogres and of primeval 
beasts upon the moonlit walls opposite;

The silence 
Was intense, No frows sing to us out wt

Loawoke a Hittlh- after 9 and dressed)

aur was cold and the warmth most pleas- 


ant, and 1 glanced about. The desert 


shrubs bummed fiercely, sending trails of 
be ath fying into the night; the firelight 


flickered on the walls of the tents, on the 
dark: face of the Bedouin, and on the 
cine! as he lay with hit long. neck 
stretched out alone the prount toward 
the binge, We hatl coffee and a cigarette, 
anid then started agam tp Sina for the 
sunrise, Passing the Chapel of Elipeh, 
[ heard the voice of the priest, rising and 
falling ut, weird cadences as he intoned 
the services of bis church. Here, alone, 
im me menk's vigil he hac passed the nicht. 

‘We entered the gorge and began the 
chnih. The naeord hid seta this crevice 
and our path lay in the shadow. but the 
moonlight wis falling wipol one side of 
the gorge and the rocks reflected st upon 
the path. Still its Nght was decepttve 
It foreshortened distances, minlulated the 
shadows and misinterpreted them; it cre- 
ated a falae perspective, umd [was con- 
stantly misiudging distances and staumb- 
ling. even 5 the light. seemed! ample 
However, we chinbed rapily, and with 
att sopping, for T awwas anxioms to be on 
hand for the first ghiminer of the dawn, 
In 28 minutes we stood oon the summit,
